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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-30 are drawn to data protection, classified in class 705 subclass 5 1 . 

II. Claims 31-47 are drawn to data protection,, classified in class 705 subclass 51. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed in invention I does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed in inventions II such as a second or third computer entity. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Examiner notes that is would be a burden to search multiple inventions given their 

separate status in the art as noted above. 

The requirement is deemed proper and therefore made FINAL. 

Via paper 7 filed on March 3, 2007 the Applicant has elected the examination of 
invention I directed towards claims 1-30. Affirmation of this election must be made by 
applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 31-47 are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the Examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Claims 1-30 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

The applicant's arguments entered on March 3, 2007 have been fully considered. See 
following rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1 cites the features "and, if so, provides that party..." This limitation is vague 
and indefinite due to the usage of conditional language. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 19-30 are allowed. 

Claim 2-18 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims and the rejection under 35 USC 1 12..
